Need of Red Cross Treasury 


E ast Liverpool's efforts to attain its $1,225 quota in 
the cam paign for funds for the relief of suffering in 
Florida and I’orto Rico, where hundreds of lives were 
lost and m illions of dollars In property dam age exacted 
by the W est Indian hurricane, em phasizes the need of 
treasury balances for chapters of the Red Cross. 


The situation in the Ceram ic City, where the h alf­ 
way m ark in the relief appeal is yet to be reached, Is 
not unusual. 
According to announcem ent by 
the of 
fleers o f the Lisbon chapter, the sam e problem w as 
faced there. 
The Lisbon district, however 
contribut­ 
ed $516.50 and the rest of the $1,025 quota was made 
pp from the treasuries of the chapter and Its sixteen 
auxiliaries. 


Inasm uch aa the E a st Liverpool chapter co-operates 
with the health board In the public health service move­ 
ment here, and Its Income is dependent upon its share 
of the contributions In the annual roll call, Its treas­ 
ury never contains enough funds to meet an extraordi­ 
nary appeal for relief. 


This fact should be rem em bered by the people of the 
district when the twelfth annual roll call flak es places 
during the period between Novem ber l l and Novem ber 
S6. 
H alf of the dollar fee paid by Red Cross m em bers 
goes into the chapter treasury. 
Thus the am ount of 
the fund retained for home purposes is determined by 
the extent of the response to the appeal of the great 
mother o f mankind. 


In the meantime, E ast Liverpool should m aintain the 
■plendid record made during the war years and since 
the arm istice by contributing to tile hurricane relief 
fund.

grieved openly when he received word of Rob Roy’s 
. death.

■was unfortunate at the outset that the state of 1111- 
hoise did not exact the death penaly in their case. 
Youths, pampered and petted as they had been all their 
lives, who brutally killed a mere child for no reason 
w hatever, except a “ big thrill,’’ should not be turned 
loose again on the public which now is well rid of them. 
There are entirely too many Loeb* aud Leopolds In 
the world. 
There is Edw ard Hickm an, for instance, in 
L o s Angeles. 
He is under death sentence— but delay 
after delay has aroused the suspicion that he never 
will pay the extreme penalty for the horrible crime he 
committed. 
Aud there is the Toledo clubber and killer who w as 
responsible for at least two m urders, all unprovoked, 
who is in the Ohio penitentiary, under sentence of death. 
Hot to mention that fiend in M ichigan who kidnaped and 
killed, and Ute Jap an ese boy in Honolulu, who sought to 
em ulate the H ickm ans and the Loebs and the Leopolds. 
When there are delays like those In the Hickman 
case, and som e others-—and when there are Rem uses 
tunning at large throughout the country— the public 
cannot help w agging its head and voicing doubt that 
the penalty of their crim es ever will be paid by these 
youths who should be executed.

This is regarded a s so certain to happen 
that the whole nation will know to a moral certainty on 
the morning of Novem ber 7 who is to be the next 
president.

cision was so close that Immense bribes would have 
been paid any elector for Jumping. 
Not one o f them 
betrayed his moral obligation, nor is there any record 
that one o f these com paratively unknown men even 
seriously thought o f such a thing. 
With only two m ajor parties in the contest tills year, 
the electoral colleges will attract little attention. 
There 
appears no danger o f any failure In electing a m ajority 
of electors for one or the other leading candidate, and 
tho functions of the electors therefore become purely 
m echanical. 
As recently a s 1924 this was not. the case. 
With Coolidge, Davis, and L aFollette in the field, there 
was a possibility that no party would win a m ajority 
of the electors. 
In that. event the election would have 
been left for decision by the Louse of representatives, and 
that body w as so closely divided that a m ajority there 
w as uncertain. 
W hile the electoral system bids fair to work su ccess­ 
fully this year, and the real dangers of 1800, 1824, and 
1876 are m issing, a s well ag the possible though un­ 
realized danger of 1912 and 1924, It is still possible that 
trouble m ay develop lf the election i s very c Io r p . 
Such 
events as the nam ing of two sets of Republican elec­ 
tors In G eorgia as a result o f party machinery conflicts 
may prove wholly unim portant. 
If, however, the elec­ 
tion should be as close as that of 1876, and if one or 
m ore sta te s should be so keenly contested that the 
electoral vote would be divided, a s has often happened, 
there would very likely be contests of a bitter and even 
dangerous character. 
H ence any consideration of the 
history 
o f 
our 
presidential 
elections, 
and forecasts 
of the present cam paign, 
m ust 
begin with an under­ 
standing of the election m achinery by which we choose 
a president. 
T h is machinery, a s set up In section I o f Article II of 
the constitution, early proved Itself full o f flaw s, and 
w as corrected to a large extent by the twelfth am end­ 
m ent to the constitution, adopted in 1804 as a result 
of the experiences of the tied election o f 1800. 
The 
am endm ent Is our present basis o f election, and while 
it has never wholly broken down, It showed such faults 
in 1876 that a new civil war w as threatened. 
The 
Twelfth amendment sets forth that each state shall be 
entitled to as many presidential electors as the whole 
num ber of senators and representatives from that state. 
Theae electors are to be chosen by the sta tes "in such 
m anner as the legislature thereof may direct,” 
These 
electors shall meet in their respective states, ballot sep­ 
arately for a president and for a vice president, for­ 
ward the result to the president of the senate, who 
shall In the presence of both houses of congress open 
and count the electoral votes. 
Th at is all the constitution, as am ended, has to say 
about electing the two highest officials o f the land. 
It 
om its to provide for several possible contingencies, no 
tably for disposing of dual sets of returns from the elec­ 
tors of any state. 
This failure created the bitter con­ 
test of 1876, when the electoral vote was finally fixed at 
185 to 184, but only aft'-* a new and unusual com m is­ 
sion had been set up by special act of congress to set­ 
tle disputed returns from four states. 
W hat would hap 
pen if the 1928 election proves equally close, and lf cer 
fain governors or other legal officials should m ake re­ 
turns contested by other officials, no man can certain­ 
ly predict

Som e of the facts of life are so 
self-evident that they are understood 
by everybody.

“Aucte Indigestion is m erely one 
sym ptom of nervous overstrain due 
to crowding too much work into too 
little tim e. 
"The human m achine ought not to 
wear out on the youthful side of fifty. 
"A m ericans som etim es deride other 
peoples who take life more quietly. 
Yet, after all, the sim ple life has its 
worry 
com pensations.” 
W hat’s the use of hurrying as we 
do? Every life is very precious to all 
the m em bers of a fam ily circle, as 
well a s to a host of friends. The early 
aud unnecessary death of one of its 
m em bers saddens the whole group. 
There is great sadn ess, of course, 
over the death of one who has long 
labored In the vineyard. 
But we ac­ 
cept such a loss as being in the na­ 
ture of things. 
On the other hand, 
we resent the death of a friend under 
fifty. 
We count the years he might 
have continued with us, to promote 
our happiness anti to serve humanity. 
In spite of natural vigor, the appear­ 
ance of health and the conviction of 
strength, som ething snapped, and the 
friendly soul has gone to the m ysteri­ 
ous bourne. 
We cannot understand 
why it should be so. 
But even though we cannot solve 
the reasons for these things, we are 
foolish to overlook the fact that many 
deaths are the effect of cau ses which 
are easily determined. 
The pathetic 
thing In many instances, certainly, to 
that they are preventable. 
Chief of 
such causes Is overstrain. W hether It 
is a building, a bridge, or the body 
o f a man, there are lim its beyond 
which it Is not safe to go. 
I need not argue a minute to con­ 
vince you of the truth of this sta te ­ 
ment. 
You know It is a fact. 
Every­ 
body knows it. 
Caution is the instinct of all ani­ 
m als. 
A rat never runs straigh t out 
from the gateway to its home. 
An 
elephant will not step onto a bridge 
until It 
has 
thoroughly 
tested 
its 
strength. Instinctively and invariably 
the brute anim al exercises caution. 


Why, then. does man, the king of 
anim als, use so little common sense 
in dealing with the experiences of 
life? 
The effect of his higher train­ 
ing appears to blunt his sense of cau­ 
tion. 
This is a pity, because it breeds a 
carelessn ess that leads to disaster. 
Surely we should not perm it the think­ 
ing anim al to be outdone by the beasts 
of the field! 
A ppetite cau ses us to take many a 
chance. 
The flavor of the food and 
Its appeal to the palate cause us to 
overstrain the powers of digestion. 
The joy of work or the accom plish­ 
m ents of work cause us to overdo 
habitually. 
By that practice we lower 
our pow ers of digestion and are ready 
victim s of overindulgence. 
It does not pay to overwork or over

Maps 
not many years old show Jake Okee­ 
chobee with vague and irregular out­ 
lines and a great expanse of im p assa­ 
ble sw am pland spreading southward 
alm ost to the tip of the peninsula. It 
was no m an’s land, or practically so.

The latest news o f the disastrous 
storm proves how greatly Florida has 
been changed in recent years.

heart of 
the E ver­ 
glades. 
Investigations in these still 
rem ote and till recently inaccessible 
areas are largely increasing the list 
of hurricane casu alties and stirring 
the relief agen cies to greater efforts. 
D rainage has reclaim ed part of the 
E verglades and has m ade the great 
inland lake inviting to settlers who 
wish to becom e agricultural pioneers. 
Automobile roads penetrate the inter­ 
ior in every direction. It 
w as, 
of 
course, inevitable that so large and 
fertile an expanse should be eventu­ 
ally 
reclaim ed, 
but 
the 
extent to 
which this reclam ation has already 
been achieved has not been clear to 
m ost Am ericans. 
The hurricane, in a 
terrible way, has inform ed us of Flor­ 
ida.—Cleveland Palin Dealer.

At Charleston late Saturday after­ 
noon, after the ousted official had sub­ 
mitted seven written charges of in­ 
competency against the warden. Gov­ 
ernor Howard M. Gore announced that 
he would ask the state board of con 
trol to investigate. 


Moral conditions at the prison form 
the base of practically all of the 
charges made by Yates. 
He alleges 
that the warden is “unable to organize 
ami maintain proper morals for the in­ 
stitution; that the warden is unable 
to comprehend the disposition of the 
inmates; 
that the warden 
permits 
prisoners to roam the country, terror­ 
izing good citizens; that he permits 
female prisoners to be out late at 
night unattended by guards; that he 
permits male and female prisoners 
to room in close and unobstructed 
proximity to each other; that he al­ 
lows male prisoners to bunk together 
and that lie spends his time driving 
over the country while the guard force 
labors at a disadvantage on account 
of his absence.” 
Yates was dismissed a week ago bv 
the warden, who charged him with 
brutality in tile treatment of prison 
ere.

I. — Herbert 
Hoover has gathered an amazing har­ 
vest of support from labor leaders as 
a result of his recent "bread and but- 
ter” speech in Newark. N. J., it was 
announced at Republican headquarters 
today. 
A flood of congratulatory messages, 
pledging their loyalty to Hoover, be 
gan to flow Into the 
Hoover head­ 
quarters the day following his address 
and the tide has continued unabated 
ever since. 
Hoover’s 
advisers 
de­ 
clared the response to the speech has 
exceeded 
in volume anything they 
have witnessed in a half dozen presi­ 
dential campaigns 
Among labor leaders, whose decla­ 
rations for Hoover reached hts head 
quarters within the last 48 hours, were 
Alexander F. Whitney, president 
of 
the Railroad Trainmen; William L. 
Hutcheson, general president of 
the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners; 
D. 
W. 
Holt, international 
president of the Brotherhood of Rail­ 
road Signalmen, and L. G. Hines, for­ 
mer La Follette leader In Pennsylva­ 
nia. 
W ins La Follette Vote. 
The trend of opinion among these 
labor leaders, according to their mes­ 
sages to Hoover's managers, Indicated 
the Republican nominee would get a 
majority of the vote which went to 
the late Robert M. Lu Follette in The 
1921 campaign 
At Newark, Hoover compared Amer­ 
ican wages with those of 
European 
and Asiatic 
nations on the basis of 
purchasing a pound of “bread and but­ 
ter.” 
He demonstrated that Ameri­ 
cans were paid from three to 15 times 
as much as other nationalities. 
“It (this prosperity) spells better 
homes, automobiles, radios and a thou­ 
sand things for the family that were 
utterly u n k n o w n a generation ago and 
are now utterly unknown to the aver­ 
age citizens In most countries of the 
world.” Hoover then said. 
“Continuous employment and pros­ 
perity of 
labor,” he added, “depend 
upon the continuance of Republican 
policies.’’ 
Printers Pledge Support 
Labor apparently took him at his 
word as Hines, the LaFollette leader, 
wrote “the working people of America 
have no desire to be reduced to the 
living standards that prevail In Europe 
aud tliev refuse to trke any chances 
in that direction. For this reason, 
they will sue port Herbert Hoover for 
president.” 
Two other labor leaders—August F. 
Mots, of the Allied Printing Trades 
Council, and James L. Montgomery, 
secretary of the Typographical union, 
expressed the same convictions. 
Motz

cording to a statistical report just 
Issued by County Auditor Wimer R. 
Walker. 
At the same time tlie same 
report discloses that hogs, sheep, cat­ 
tle, horses and mules are declining 
rapidly. 
The increased activity in poulJtry rn is 
lug Is attributed in part to suggest­ 
ions advanced by 
tile 
Columbiana 
County Farm Rureau, of which Floyd 
flower is tile head. Club work has 
been a factor. 
There was no record of poultry k*q>t 
in 
Columbiana 
county previous 
to 
1920, when reports of assessors and 
personal returns 
disclosed 
127,722 
head of poultry. There has been 
an 
Increase of 
40,222 head since that 
time, according 
to the returns for 
1928, when 167,904 head of poultry 
were reported. The average annual In­ 
crease has been more than 1,000 bead. 
Decline in Report on Mules. 
There were 022 mules in the county 
In 1918. the peak record for 12 years. 
Only 200 were reported in the returns 
for the current year, or a decline of 
322 In that period. 
Columbiana was once one of the 
largest sheep growing counties in the 
United States, exceeded only by Wash­ 
ington county, Pennsylvania. Such la 
not the case today, however. The mar­ 
ket has had much to do with sheep 
growing. 
In 1917 there were 14,406 
sheep In the county, and the peak year 
was 1920 when 18,339 were reported. 
Since then there has been a rapid de­ 
cline In this’ phase of livestock rais­ 
ing, and the current year registers 
10,317 sheep as against 10,039 reported 
In 1927. 
The peak year for hogs was In 1920 
when 13,436 were reported. The rec­ 
ord for 1928 shows only 7,310 or a de­ 
cline of 6,120 during the last seven 
years. However, this 1s an increase 
over the record of 1920 when only 
5.780 head were returned.

There was more salt lo In the country 
In 1917 than during any other period 
covered by the 12-year report, as 26,- 
334 Were returned for taxation at that 
time. The record for 1928 shows 19,-
